CX>MES  TO  ITS  END  SUDDENLY 


XKW  VORK,  Feb.  18. — Grimly  silent,  battlfng;  against  the 
overwhelming  odds  of  twenty  million  typhus  oases  in  addition  to 
the  ravages  of  gaunt  fatninr  aiul  otlirr  (Hsra<;<  s  and  ills  overntnnin-,' 
the  stricken  land,  the  health  aiithc.ntics  of  Russia's  Soviet  r.ovcni 
ment  have  combined  with  the  special  commission  sent  by  the  League 
of  Nations  to  combat  the  further  spread  of  the  epidemic. 

This  is  thr  news  brought  to  the  League  of  Nations  offices  here 
today  in  a  report  from  the  s)»c.  ial  mission  in  Russia.  A  ^tory  >  f 
brave  struggfe  against  overpowering  odds  is  containt-d  in  ttir  lur^- 
sage.  which  also  brings  news  of  co-operation  between  the  Russian 
health  authorities  and  the  League's  comn^ission  in  a  sanitation 
rongro-^  an.l  in  ;m  aiiti  epidemic  agreement  befWeen  thr  i^issian 
Govcrnnirnt  ami  the  bordering  countries. 

The  estimate  of  20,0Q0,UUU  typhus  cases,   the   report  -talcs, 
seems  monstrous,  but  must  be  taken  as  a  starting  point  in  any 
attempt  to  estimate  the  extent  of  the  Eastern  epidemic  focus." 

Fever  is  also  serious,  it  is  reported,  while  in  Petrograd  a  form 
of  dysentery  l.<  raiiu-  epidemic  in  I'W.  with  a  mortality  rate  of  22 
per  cent  for  adult.^  and  40  per  cent  for  chiidren.

Thuae 
oonatrlaa  which  r*niainad  neutral 
were  buoy  aupplying  tha  eombatanta 
wHh  goods,  and  aa  theaa  had  to  he 
supplied  with  regularity,  and  in  the 
minimum  <>{  time,  and  moreover  a 
surplus  had  to  he  piovhled  t"  meet 
loesea  through  nnbnwirlnaB.  pra>  I  Icftlly 
every  country  employed  labor-Hnving 
machinery  to  accelerate  production, 
aa  .well  aa  increaae  It.  No  aingle 
power  can  afford  to  acrap  its  labor- 
saving  machinery,  because  of  compe- 
tition with  other  jiowera,  who,  retain- 
ing their  lahor-Huving  machlncrs, 
might  be  able  to  produce  chcaiier.  1 
may  be  mistaken.  Put  ao  far  as  I 
have  followed  It  through  the  prcsa, 
It  would  appear  that  thoae  eountrlea 
which  employtd  such  machlnsry  least 
are  aufferlnK  the  laaot  In  unemploy- 
ment. Thf  I  nited  States  which,  al- 
though comInK  Into  the  war  late,  la 
a  country  which  normally  employs 
labor-saving  nuMhlnery  th*  most, 
oonstdarably  inereaaod  har  production 
during  the  war  by  further  addttlona. 
and  It  haa,  according  to  reports, 
Biiin.-u  around   five  millions  un 

<»iii(>lw.i  Oermany.  \\hiih  .Tjopt»^il 
the  barbarous  method  of  forc»<1  lah>ir 
from  the  countries  under  her  o<-cupii- 
tlon.  appear  to  be  suffering  the  least. 
Th*re  are  other  reaaona  a^so,  I  have 
no  doubt,  but  still,  the  fact  remains. 
France,  which  did  not  scruple  to  uae 
Afrli-nn  and  OrU-ntal  Ifthor.  la  also 
suffering  leas  than  the  Anglo-Saxon 
countries  which  relied  moatly  on 
labor-aaving  machinery.  To  b*  sure, 
France  had  the  reclamation  of  her 
war-devaatated  areaa  to  occupy  a 
number  of  har  men.  But  etlll  tha 
fn.f  remalna  that  unemployment  In 
V' ran  I  f  ia  very  much  less  than  in 
Anglri-Saxon  countries. 

Ths  problem  that  confronta  us  ia 
this:  'ginea  to  acrap  lahor-aaTlng  ma- 
chinery might  place  us  at  a  dlaad- 
>'antaKe.  besides  being  a  waste,  how 
cn  n  ne  take  rare  of  the  unemployed 
otherwiae'.'  Thf  an.«iwer  to  this  prob- 
lem la  the  Waahmgton  Conference, 
called  by  th*  Anglo-Saxon  countri**, 
oatenalbly  to  limit  competition  in  ar- 
maments, but  really  to  minimis*  th* 
advantagaous  position  whieh  Japan 
occupied  after  the  war.  For  the  key 
to  the  problem,  upon  which  we  have 
placed  all  our  hopea.  U  the  four  hun- 
dfed  and  eighty  mllllona  of  China. 
How  is  it?  The  reason  la  plain 
enough.  In  order  to  utiUae  fully  our 
lahor-eaving  mdMtlnary.  which  haa 
rssulted  In  a  conslderabi*  overpro- 
duction, we  must  look  (or  a  foreign 
market,  and  ainoa  those  I'f.nnirlca 
which  have  fiscal  autonomy  would 
not  b*  so  foolish  as  to  allow  us  to 
dump  our  surplus  machine-made 
geoda  Into  their  marheto  to  Mil  their 
ln(lu!«trles  by  our  cheaper  eoat  o(  pro- 
(liKtion,  anri  thereby  causing  unem- 
I'loyment  In  their  countries,  they 
thereforo  put  tjj>  :\  high  tariff  wall  to 
protect  their  liihor  ( r\<«  the  t'nited 
Btatea  haa  done  in  th*  "Cmer- 
ganor  fortnay  Btir*).  so  w* 
must  look  to  a  market  which 
la  not  likely  to  put  up  -such  a 
wall.  China  la  the  only  conalderahh- 
country  In  the  world  which  does  not 
enjoy  HschI  gutonomy.  She  i«  no 
bound  by  th*  on*-aided  treatise  which 
aha  has  been  compelled  to  sign,  that 
even  if  she  flnds  her  people  starving 
aa  a  rsouU  of  the  dumping  of  ma- 
rhltie-made  goo'lu.  slie  ha.s  no  ether 
reilreaa  than  to  pleail  to  he  allowed  to 
rai.oe  her  dutlea.  At  the  Waahlngten 
c:onference  the  Powers  have  gradoua- 
ly  tentatively  allowed  her  to  Increaae 
har  tariff  wall,  strictly  for  raToaue 
purposes  only,  from  an  average  of 
8  p*r  cent  to  7  M  per  cent.  Here  la 
a  country  with  a  population  of  4S0,- 
000  100.  of  whiiiii  nut  iii<>r»  thati  four 
or  five  mllUona  have  adopted  Occi- 
dental gooda.  I(  the  people  o(  thla 
country  can  be  eacourafOd  to  ehang* 
th*ir  preaent  ntodo  of  Imng.  what 
an  enormoua  trade  will  reoult  there- 
from. It  will  b*  th*  aatration  of  the 
white  race*. 

It  ts  obvious  that  in  thla  competi- 
tion Japan  holda  a  tremondoua  ad- 
vantage. I(  aha  aecufed  any  political 
control  of  China  then  the  hopes  of 
the  Anglo-ftaxrtna  would  be  kone,  ko 
It  waa  ^Ifal  that  aho  ahould  he  made 
td  iiifr<»o  111  the  "open  doors'  In 
China,  while  we  keep  our  doora 
cloaed.  By  no  doing  we  minlMlae 
Japan'a  advantagea  to  that  of  goo- 
graphical  poaltlon  only.  Chlaa  hi 
then  th<-  country  upon  which  all  the 
late  Warring  eountrlea  hope  to  dump 
their  machine-made  gooda.  In  order 
to  accelerate  the  change  from  their 
mode  of  living  to  the  Oecidental. 
Kngland  and  France  are  hurriedly 
copying  tho  onanipio  of  the  Uahed 
Btateo  la  footering  th*  foreign  *duoa- 
tlon  of  young  China.  France  has 
adopted  th«  method  of  having  the 
atudenta  In  Franc  hiit  lOnjUnd  ito.

At  tho 
time  he  took  hiH  dutlea  aa  'ba8«>ball 
"dictator"  he  wiin  dfTcrod  a  contract 
for  160,000  a  year,  but  insisted  that 
as  long  as  he  remained  on  the  bench 
the  amount  of  his  salary  as  Judge  be 
deducted  from  the  total  paid  hlm<.by 
br.eeball.  Tho  contract  for  seven 
years.

Thle  can 
only  ba  achieved  by  the  open  style  of 
play.  Tl>e  style  adopted  by  the  ma- 
jority of  our  local  clubs,  that  of  a 
Burt  of  "flqij.ash-iio<-ccr"  where  every- 
thiMB  In  left  to  the  footwork  of  tho 
forward*,  and  Innumerable  phnts  to 
touch  are  the  leading  featurea  of  the 
pla>,  will  not  attain  thia  object.  I 
would  auggaat  the  foUowlac  aa  a 
meana  of  making  tho  game  mere  at- 
tractive to  th»  sT'Cctators: 

First,  as  rcKarits  coming  <iut  on  to 
the  field.  At  present  the  players  mere- 
ly drift  onto  the  field  and  casually 
kick  the  ball  at>out,  aided  and  abetted 
by  a  host  of  small  boy*.  Then  the 
referee  appear*,  the  field  of  play  1* 
gradually  cleared,  the  playera  grad- 
ually sort  thomaglves.  thslr  avmbers 
gradually  made  ap  by  late  arrival* 
to  full  atrongth.  asd  finally,  after  a 
SQpd  deal  of  Ulk.  the  whistle  Is 
blown,  usually  some  time  nfter  eched- 
ule.  Kow,  would  It  not  be  an  Im- 
provement If  the  following  alterna- 
tive oblaliifU?  namely:

MEANING  OF  "MARU" 


The  word  "aiaru."  aaooclated  with 
the  name  of  every  Japaneae  merchant 
veaaol,  haa  ever  taken  the  eye  and 
the  Intereat  of  the  Weatern  obaerver. 
In  common  usage  the  term  la  taken 
■a  meanlnff  steamahtp,  as  equivalent 
to  the  letters  "S.B."  applied  to  British 
ahlpe.  Thla,  however,  la  far  from  be- 
ing the  correct  dellnltlon,  which  has 
lenff  furnlahad  eontrevenqr  to  hls- 
toriana  and  atvdenta.  There  are  words 
In  every  lanvuace  with  orlsln  lost  In 
antiquity  and  preaent-day  meaning 
far  removed  from  their  orlflnal  nlK- 
nlftcance.  The  .Tapaneae  tongue  la 
rlrh  In  surh  worda,  but  around  none 
doea  the  fire  of  dlacuaalon  race  so 
hotly  aa  about  "maru." 

The  lataal  addition  ta  the  aubjeet 
appaata  in  the  Mareh  nainber  of 
Japan,  a  monthly  pnblloatlon  laBued 
at  San  Pranclaeo  by  the  Toyo  Ktann 
Kataha,  the  hig  Japanese  steanidhlp 
company,  from  the  pen  of  K.  Kawall. 
of  Yokohama,  who  dlacuaaes  the  Jap- 
aneee  understanding  of  the  word  as 
follow*: 

"Maru"  haa  two  different  meanlnva 
In  Ita  orltlnal  eonse:  Firstly.  It  meana 
"olrcle"  or  "rlnr"  "round,"  "com- 
plete," etc.;  secondly,  It  may  be  the 
eufflz  for  the  aatoe  of  a  peraoa  or 
thlnf. 

Data*  fVaa  AMtaM  Itaya 

The  word  aa  now  commonly  used 
In  connection  with  the  name  of  a  ship 
comes  from  the  latter  aense,  and  la  ii 
r«>lloqulal  pronnndatlon  of  the  word 
"mnro,"  whl'  li  originally  meant 
"self."  The  word  "maro"  was  used 
in  olden  times  by  noMllty  when  one 
referred  to  one's  self  In  addreeslns 
anether.  Just  as  the  word  "I"  la  need  In 
BncUsh.  In  thto  way  bath  ''maro" 
and  "mam"  eame  to  be  used  aa  a 
eufHx  for  the  name  of  a  male  peiaba, 
•a  In  "Kakinomotono  HIto  Mam,**  an 
eminent  poet  of  the  7th  century,  and 
'  Bakanoueno  Taniura  Maru."  a 
famous  general  of  the  9th  centurv 

It  la  to  be  noted  that  "maru"  was 
applied  alao  to  the  namee  of  certain 
domeatle  animala  or  toola  peaaefsed  or 
fondled  by  hUth-elaaa  peaple.  aa  In 
"Htaa  Mam,"  a  aword  well  Imown  in 
Japaneae  history;  "Bhiehl  Mara."  a 
famoua  musical  Instrument;  "Oklna 
Maru."  a  noted  dog,  and  ao  on.  Such 
a  way  of  naming  an  animal  or  thing 
aeema  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
owner  had  ao  strong  an  affection  for 
It  that  he  save  It  a  name  similar  to 
a  man'a  in  peraonlHcatlon. 

Regarding  the  first  application  of 
the  wort  "maru"  to  the  name  of  a 
ahlp.  the  Japan  Social  Ineyelepedla 
tells  us  as  follows: 

Applied  to  tttUpa 

"In  the  Ifth  year  of  Tenaho  (Ull 
A.Dk),  when  Toyotomi  Hldeyeahl  at- 
tasBpted  to  subjucate  ^Korea.  he 
ordered  the  feudal  lords  throushout 
the  country  to  build  large  veaoela 
and  contribute  the  aame  to  his  gov- 
ernment for  army  transportation  The 
lorda  who  were  allowed  a  hereditary 
pension  of  over  one  hundred  thousand 
koku  had  to  build  two  large  veaaela, 
and  lords  who  were  undvr  the  direct 
eaatrel  of  Hldeyoehl  had  to  balM 
thiaa  larv*-type  ahlpe  and  flva  mid* 
type.  It  was  also  ordered  that  these 
nawly  ballt  vissils.  when  eompleted. 
ware  ta  ba  biuasht  to  sertaln  ports 
ot  the  pt«vlnoea  of  Settsa.  Harima 

and  Isumk.  on  tlil.s  ixraalon  tilde 
yoshi  alao  built  hlni««-ir  one  large  ahlp 
to  Mhli  h  he  gave  the  nan<e  of  '.Nip- 
pon Maru'  -this  is  the  origin  o(  the 
word  'mart!'  as  applied  to  the  name 
of  a  veasel.

A  survey  of  rellgloua  work  amonx 
children  In  the  Ulocese  was  bvgun 
laat  year  by  the  Hoard  of  Kellflous 
Kducatlon  of  the  Diocese  of  Colum- 
bia, and  results  gained  to  data  were 
presented  at  last  week's  meellnga  of 
the  Aasltcon  Dloceean  Synod  la 
Christ  Churoh  Cathedral  Aeheolrootn.

Obedience  Among  Birds 


A  lecture  on  "British  Wild  Life"  was 
Yiwcw  recently  by  Mr.  K.  Kay  Robinson  to  the 
Liilbcrt  White  Fellowship,  at  the  Art  Work- 
ers* Ouilcfhall,  Queen    Square,    London.  '  Sir 

Sydney  Harmcr  presided. 

Describinq-  the  stonechat  .iiul  the  bulllinch 
and  other  birds  whose  nlumaj^^e  is  much  more 
brilliant  in  the  male  than  in  the  female,  he 
said  it  was  a  j^eiieral  [jrinciple  in  nature  that 
the  male  should  have  more  decoration  an<l  a 
louder  voice.  The  female  .ind  the  young  were 
much  more  important  to  the  life  of  tlie  spe- 
cies, and  therefore  they  were  less  conspicu- 
ous. There  were  exceptions  to  the  rule.  Hen 
woodpeckers.  \safj[tails.  kin^jfishers.  and  some 
others  were  a^  <  onspji  iirtusly  colored  as  their 
husbands,  because  they  nested  in  dark  holes 
where  their  colors  would  not  give  them  away. 
Nature,  it  seemed,  Alwayfi  ensured  that  a  bird, 
(.r,  indeed,  any  creature,  should  be  as  beautiful 
in  cf)lor  and  form  as  was  Cf)nsistent  with  rea- 
s(jnable  safety  to  itself.  The  reason  why  the 
breast  «»f  a  l>ird  was  nearly  always  its  most 
brightly  ctdorcd  part  was  that  when  the  male 
took  his  turn  in  sitting  on  the  eggs  bis  breast 
could  not  be  seen. 

Then  Mr.  Kay  Robinson  explained  why 
voiing  brown  owls  and  other  birds  of  prey  are 
always  covered  with  a  complete  suit  of  fluflF. 
This  was  tiecessary  because  when  thr  parent 
bird  brought  home  a  joint  of  flesh,  usually 
bleeding,  and  distributed  pieces  to  the  fledg- 
lings, they  invariably  made  thems<-l\es  in  a 
great  mess.  The  suit  of  flutT  w%s  really  an 
overall  to  protect  the  growing  feathers,  on  the 
perfect  conditirm  of  which  the  youngster  must 
in  time  rely  foi  n    li\ m;^; 

A  Thrush  Story 

The  obedience  of  \oung  birds  to  the 
mother  was  the  subject  of  some  stories  Two 
young  thrushes  had  remained  perfectly  still, 
after  one  sharp  "chuck"  from  their  parent 
near  by  ,  while  Mr.  Robinson  approached, 
picked  them  off  the  ground,  plai cd  tlietn  on  a 
low  tree  branch,  and  photographed  them. 
Kven  more  remarkable  was  the  behavior  of 
a  very  young  moorhen  Mr.  Robinson  was 
passing  near  a  nest  when  he  saw  sc»mc  young 
ones  leave  it  and  disappear  into  the  water  in 
that  wonderful  way  common  to  all  am- 
phibious creature^  right  up  to  the  hippo- 
potamus, almost  without  a  ripple.  He  found 
in  the  nest  one  egg,  which  was  being  cracked 
Irtjin  the  inside — all  birds  are  hatched  with  a 
little  projection  something  like  a  glazier's 
diamond  on  their  bills  for  this  purpose — and 
the  youngster  was  cheeping  as  it  wriggled 
slowly  round.  As  he  watched  back  came  the 
mother.  She  saw  him  and  gave  one  sliort, 
harsh  cry.  Immediately  the  little  bird  in  the 
egg  stopped  cheeping'  and  made  no  further 
sound  or  nu>vement  while  he  remained.  Here 
was  a  case  of  instinctive  obedience  even  before 
the  bird  waa  hatched. 

The  lecturer  illustrated  the  varyiii^'^  meth- 
ods of  different  birds  when  nesting  and  lay- 
ing, from  the  nightjar's  two  eggs  deposited 
simply  tin  the  ground,  usual) v  amon^:  the 
similar-looking  chalk  pebbles  often  found  in 
pine  woods,  to  the  elaborate  and  beautiful 
nest  of  the  cIia'Tiiu  h.  The  lotij.;  tailed  tit  and 
the  magpie  build  deep,  domed  nebts,  so  that 
their  tails  shall  not  snow  when  they  are  sit- 
ting. When  on  her  eggs  the  tit's  tail  is  curled 
up  over  her  back  and  head,  and  is  the  first 
thing  encountered  by  an  intruder.  On  re- 
ceipt of  such  a  "telephoned"  w  .irning  she  can 
bolt  out  through  the  side,  which  is  arranged 
to  make  this  possible.  The  magpie  preferred 
a  nest  open  at  both  ends.  The  frientlshij-  be- 
tween the  robin  and  man,  and  its  predilection 
for  nesting  in  something  that  man  has  used, 
lia<l  their  beginnings,  Mr  Robinson  thought, 
in  the  far-otf  time  when  primitive  inai\s 
dwellinf^s  were  not  robin-proof,  and  when  the 
bri^^ht  little  bird,  feedin;,;  on  parasitic  and 
other  insects,  was  a  welcome  visitor. 

Among  a  liost  of  other  interesting  things 
Mr.  Robinson  spoke  of  thr  (  \iiinmg  of  lap- 
wings, ,.f  mj^htjars,  and  other  birds  which  nest 
in  the  op(  n  ,  of  the  habits-of  bats,  hedgehogs, 
jiorcupincs.  and  deer,  and  he  mentioned  that 
all  foxes  are  born  black,  as  are  most  animals 
that  live  in  dark  holes. 


WHITB  BLOSSOMS 


Ha\e  \  ou  e\  er  stopped  to  thmk  wh.it  a  lot 
of  different  sorts  of  "white"  blossoms  thcie 
are?  ;\nd  bow  the  white  itself  varies  '  There 
really  are  a  dozen  and  one  varieties  of  white 
in  the  flower  world,  each  lovely  in  its  own 
particular  way. 

<Milk  white,  ivory  white,  snow  white  and 
pearl  white,  silvery  white,  wax  white  and 
white  like  w<><d  or  swan's  down — all  come  in 
the  s\vee|)ing  classification  of  white  flowers. 

The  small  white  violet  that  is  so  hard  to 
find  is  real  pearl  white,  while  blossoms  of  the 
hobble  bush  mt^  lustreless.  The  chirk  winter- 
green  flowers  are  pure  white,  those  of  the 
miterwort  like  the  frosted  silver  o#  a  pitcher 
in  a  warm  rfxmi. 

Arbutus  blossoms  found  under  the  snow, 
or  in  very  shady  places,  are  wax  whifp.  waVe- 
robiiis  ,ir  trilliums  are  Mue  white,  while  the 
lUos^onis  of  the  buiichln-rry  have  the  greenish 
tinge  ofie  often  observes  irt  seafoan.

The  Making  of  Bcx)ks 

How  would  we  like  to  be  without  books, 
like  they  were  in  the  olden  days? 

I.oml;  before  the  time  of  Christ  thev  used 
to  write  on  soft  stone,  or  clay  bricks,  or  clay 
cylftidcrs,  with  another  piece  of  harder  .stone. 

Later  on  thev  ;;ot  farther  advanced  and 
wrote  on  palm  leaves,  then  on  parchment 
made  out  of  very  thin  strips  of  skin,  and  this 
was  used  until  long  after  Christ's  time.  These 
were  rolled  up  from  both  ends  and  were  called 
scrolls,  and  were  carried  under  the  i<eople  s 
arms.  These  had  to  be  written  by  hand,  for 
they  had  no  machines,  like  wc  have  today. 

The  next  step  was  making  paper  from  the 
papyrus  plant.  Sheets  of  this  paj)er  were 
.sewn  together  with  thorn  needles  and  hbres 
of  the  same  plant. 

A  lot  of  these  things  have  been  found  and 
saved,  and  you  can  see  them  in  the  museums. 
Many  of  them  are  in  our  British  Museum  in 
l.ouclon,  aloii-  w  itii  many  other  past  won- 
ders. Thus  writing  was  all  done  long,  long 
ago,  and  it  was  all  very  hard  and  slow  work. 

This  has  ).;radually  developed  into  the  line 
paper  on  which  our  books  are  printed  tt)day. 

The  making  of  books  today  is  begun  by  the 
setting  of  type,  some  of  which  is  done  by 
machines  called  linotype  machines,  but  some 
of  it  is  done  by  hand. 

The  lines  of  type  which  come  from  these 
machines  are  locked  up  in  a  frame  culled  a 
chase.  The  lines  of  type  in  the  chase  make 
what  the  printers  call  a  form.  The  forms 
arc  then  placed  in  the  press,  where  they  are 
inked  by  large  composition,  rollers,  ant  I  the 
sheets  are  fed  into  the  press  and  come  in 
contact  with  the  inked  forms  and  arc  then 
delivered  at  the  other  end  of  the  press  as 
printed  pages.  But  it  takes  many  of  these 
forms  to  make  one  b(K>k. 

-Xfter  the  ink  is  dry  the  sheets  are  folded, 
sometimes  by  hand  but  more  often  in 
machine':  .After  being  folded  they  are  gath- 
ered and  collated. 

The  parts  of  the  book  are  now  ready  to  be 
fastened  together,  which  is  done  either  with 
wire  stitches,  which  is  done  by  machinery,  or 
by  thread-sewing,  which  is  done  either  by 
machinerv  or  liv  band. 

The  book  IS  now  glued  and  backed,  and 
then  is  ready  for  the  cover,  which  is  made  of 
cardboard,  canvas  and  paper;  and.  if  lettered 
or  embossed,  it  is  rlone  before  it  is  put  on 
the  book.

Most  children  like  to  imitate  the  ctdots  of 
the  sky.  the  grass,  the  leaves  and  flowers  as 
well  as  those  «)f  animal'^.  Those  of  yon  who 
are  tdder  will  be  pleased  to  know  of  what 
the  colors  of  paints  are  made.  Someone  has 
taken  the  trouble  to  tell  OS,  and  the  accottnt 
is  interesting.  '  ' 

The  tiny  cocfcinelri* insects  provide  varying 
shades,  from  deej)esf  crimson  to  palest  pink. 
Turkey  red  is  obtained  from  the  madder  plant 
w'hich  grows  in  India. 

N'ellow  gamboge  is  another  \ei,'etable 
product,  bein|;  prepared  from  the  sap  of  a 
tree  growing  m  Aoicrica  and  tht  East  lodica. 
This  sap  has  a  bright  yellow  color,  and  is 
rather  sticky. 

That  lovely  hue,  Prusaian  bine,  is  made  in 
quite  an  extraordinary  \\  a\  by  fn-mt;  horses' 
hoofs  and  other  animal  refuse  matter  with 
impure  potasainra  carbonate.  As  may  be 
imagined,  its  discovery  was  accidental:  it 
would  not  have  occurred  to  anyont  to  experi- 
ment with  these  substances. 


Blue-black  is  mfde  from  the  charred  re- 
mains of  vine-stalks. 

I'lti.i  ni.iiiiu-  i>  ^  the  most  bealltiftti 

of  ail  the  many  shades  ot  blue ;  it  is  obtained 
by  burning  ^fc  lapis-lazuli  stone,  which  comes 
principally  from  China,  Tibet  and  Chili. 

Another  blue  i^  indigo,  used  chiefly  as  a 
dye;  it  is  made  from  a  plant  which  grows  in 
Central  America  and  the  West  Indies.  .As 
soon  as  the  blossoms  ajjpear,  the  j)lant  is  cut 
to  the  ground  and  the  stems  dried.  .New 
shoots  spring  up  quickly,  so  that  two  or  three 
harvests  are  taken  in  a  season 

X'arious  kinds  of  earth  ;ind  clay  give 
colors.  In  the  neighborhoM  of  Siena,  in 
Italy,  is  found  tlit  liiown  earth  callc!  Raw 
Siena.  When  burnt  it  becomes  darker  in 
shade,  and  is  termed  Burnt  Siena. 

Yellow  and  blue  ochre  are  also  natural 
clays  or  earth;  they  are  worked  in  De\i.nshire 
and  .Anglesey.  Some  arc  tine  tiiougii  in  their 
natural  state  to  need  nothing  but  washing 
before  use 

Real  Indian  ink,  straiiuely  enough,  is  pre- 
pared   from  .  a    recipe  of  which  the  Chinese 

possess  the  secret  :  its  chief  constituent  is  sui) 
posed  to  be  burnt  camphor.  Chinese  while  has 
nothing  to  do  with  China,  being  a  preparation 
of  zinc. 

The  blacks  comprise  jvory  black  and  bone 
black,  both  made  from  chipt  of  ivory. 

Sepia  has  an  interesting  derivatkni.    It  is 

the  fluid  ejected  b\  the  cuttlefish  when  it 
wishes  to  conceal  itself  from  its  enemies.  As 
the  fluid  spreads  in  the  water,  it  serves  the 

same  ])ur|>osr  as  the  sm.ike  clouds  with  which 
/eppclius  surrttuiided  themselves  during  the 
war.

Di )  ever  an  imported  bird  atlapt  himself 
to  a  new  country  as  this  handsome 
forei;;nrr  has  done"-'  One  would 
naturally  think  that  a  bird  of  such  brilliant 
plumage  would  soon  cease  to  exist  in  a  land 
of  so  many  hunters.  m\A  yet  the  |)heasant  sur- 
vives anil  even  mcieases  right  in  our  very 
midat.  In  the  Spring  his  "honk-honk."  which 
is  a  message  of  lo\r  to  some  modest  colored 
female  or  a  challenge  of  battle  to  some  rival 
male,  can  be  beard  drifting  from  out  almost 
any  woodland  thicket  of  any  size  on  Van- 
comer  Island  \  <lark  thicket  is  a  \  er\-  w  el- 
come spot  in  tile  case  oi  danger,  but  a  rather 
gloomy  place  for  the  cock  pheasant  to  show 
oft'  his  i;or^eons  co.it,  and  often  he  struts  forth 
into  the  open,  emph.isiziug  cacii  loud  call  with 
a  flap  of  his  wings.  As  the  sunshine  glistens 
upon  his  copi)er-colored  plumage,  he  is  not 
only  a  grand  si^^ht  to  .i  proud  female  peering 
from  out  a  ncaib>  thicket,  but  to  human 
beings  as  well.  You  may  admift  Mm  from  a 
dist.iiuc.  but  the  moment  ><iu  attempt  a 
closer  inspection  he  becomes  suspicious,  and 
it  is  marvellous  how  quickly  he  can  vanish 
from  \ie\\  (.'ronchin;,'  low.  the  bird,  which 
but  a  second  ago  sioixl  so  proudU  .md 
haughtily,  creeps  along  the  ground  like  a  re(>- 
tile :  taking  advantage  of  e\  ery  depression,  tuft 
of  grass  or  small  bush,  he  soon  ref.;ains  the 
protection  ol  !»omc  tanglcil  grovMh.  lie  is 
cunning  as  well  as  beautiful  and  for  a  bird  of 
his  si/c  cm  both  run  and  fly  with  incredible 
swiftness. 

Nature  appears  to  have  lavished  all  her 
coloring  on  the  male  pheasant,  for  the  female 
is  a  very  plainly  attired  bird,  ami  \et.  her 
grayish  brown  ami  l>lack  barrcil  coat  is  a  much 
better  protection  in  the  shatlows  of  their 
brnshv  retreat  than  the  male's.  In  some  well- 
hi<lden  npok,  the  female  lays  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  a  dozen  creamy-^ue  eggs,  which  arc 
rather  small  in  compari.son  with  the  aiza  of 
the  owner  The  hen  plie.isaiit  is  a  'xerv  care- 
ful mother  aiul  often  succeeds  iti  raising  a 
dozen  lively  youngsters  within  sight  and 
he.iring  of  our  citv  homes 

1  he  striped  Coat  an<l  the  iihrill  peeping  of 
the  young  pheasants  resemble  very  much 
those  of  our  young  domestic  turkeys.  In  the 
<  iise  of  <langer,  the  cock  jiheasant  thinks  onl\- 
ol  protecting  his  own  i)recions  self;  but  the 
female  often  protects  iier  young  in  a  very  fear- 
less manner,  and  onl>  last  S|»riiig.  while'crawl- 
ing  under  a  wire  fence.  1  almoiit  placed  my 
hami  upon  a  hen  pheasant  coveH«»g  a  brood 
of  newly  hatched  vouhk  It  is  onlv  when  thev 
are  very  younvj  that  the  young  pheasants  nocd 
their  mother's  protection,  for  the  quills  soon 
s[)rout  from  their  downy  wings,  and  then 
when  .ilarmed  they  take  to  wing,  disappearing 
amongst  the  brush  like  a  bunch  of  wind-blown 
scattered  le.ives. 

Anyone  who  cm  remove  the  bciutifn! 
plumage  of  a  mature  cock  jihcasant,  for  the 
same  purpose  and  in  th€  same  thoughtless 
manner  tliat  he  would  those  of  a  common 
domestic  fowl,  aii<l  not  feel  a  trifle  guilty  as 
he  gazes  at  the  coppery  reflections  cd  that 
ric  h  chestnut-colorerl  breast,  certainly  does  not 
appreciate  one  of  Nature's  graiulest  creation* 
Within  our  city  limits  where  the  firing  of 
guns  is  prohibited,  the  pheasant  appears  tame 
and  unafraid:  but  in  the  woods  and  brush  of 
the  countrysides,  he  is  a  bird  with  a  far  differ- 
ent nature.  An  old  cock  which  has  survived 
several  shooting  seasons  becomes  a  very  cun- 
ning bird;  and  very  often  before  hiS  career  is 
ended  he  tries  the  skill  of  many  good  hunters 
and  their  dogs.  But  whether  it  be  in  a  dish 
on  the  table,  game  f(ir  the  e\er  persistent 
Sportsmen  or  in  his  own  brushy  home,  the 
ring-necked  phea.sant  is  a  superb  bird. 

Southern  Siberia  and  Norlhe.istern  China 
are  the  original  homes  of  the  ring-necked 
pheasant;  but  a  farm  established  near  Vic- 
toria now  supplies  the  birds,  which  are  an- 
nually released  in  the  various  districts.  C.radn 
ally  the  phea&ant  is  gaining  a  foothold  in  new 
b)calities  and  so  well  does  he  fit  into  our 
landscape  that  we  ha\  e  (ommenced  to  rotisifler 
iiim  a  bird  of  our  own.  l^vcn  though  wc  did 
Ikmtow  this  feathered  beauty  from  another 
part  of  the  world,  the  flash  of  his  rainbow 
color*  only  incrca.ses  the  charm  of  a  land 
already  rich  with  Nature's  l>eantiful  work. 

The  i'  .  trong  pheasant  has  little  to  fear 
from  other  birds;  although  I  have  seen  crows 
on  several  different  occasions  stealing  eggs 
from  a  pheasant's  nest :  but  I  doubt  vtfry  much 
if  even  the  saury  black  <  row  would  dare  steal 
the  eggs  m  the  presence  of  the  owners.  The 
male  pheasants  often  have  royal  battles  among 
themselves.  an<l  last  Spring  I  saw  two  fight 
until  they  were  almost  exhausted,  the  van- 
fpiished  stinking  away  into  some  nearby 
shrubbery  ;  while  the  victf>r  stretching  to  hf^ 
greatest  height  and  flapping  hia  wing;a  gave 
vent  to  a  loud  call  of  triumph. 

Even  among  our  own  native  game  bird*, 
none  seem  mj  much  in  keeping  viith  the 
golden-brown  of  our  Atituninal  tintefl  hills  %s 
the  pheasant,  and  let  us  hope  that  his  bugle- 
like call  may  l>c  heard  echoing  from  oat  of 
our  woo<lland  thickets  for  many  yaara  to 
come.

I ilE  tofoffowtioii  gathered  by  th«  various 
workers  on  abortion  disease  is  f)rin^in>^ 
iibout  a  tiulution  man/  phase*  oi  the 
problem  that  it  of  importance  to  vtterinary 
pra'  f  iti-  ■i\ri  N  .111.!  '  '  ..  !      w  !i'-rs. 

I'vi  jubtaucc,  ii  nai»  bccu  thought  by  some 
and  accepted  by  many  that  abortion  disease 
is  a  venereal  iJisease  and  that  its  traii>»iiiission 
was  through  t£e  genital  tract  and  that  its 
spread  depended  almost  wholly  upon  sexual 
Intercourse,  similar  to  the  transmission  Of 
venereal  diseases  of  the  human  family. 

It  now  seems  conclusively  proven  that 
mich  is  not  the  case,  bat  rather  that  it  is  a 
diadtse  of  tfie  maternal  uterus  and  fetal  mem- 
branes, and  that  its  mtroductton  occurs  large- 
ly, if  «ol  solely,  through  the  digestive  tract 

Further  information  indicates  very  posi- 
tively that  the  disease,  in  a  lar^e  number  of 
cases,  is  due  to  the  bau^  or^'atusm,  and  that 
this  organism  lives  and  multiplies  in  the  fe- 
male body  but  in  tu(j  i>lacc^ . 

{\)  In  tiic  pregnant  uterus,  disappearing 
from  this  organ  very  shortly  after  parturition 
or  abortion,  usually  from  within  two  t')  three 
week*-,  and  ]>robably  always  before  the  elapse 
bi  two  months. 

(2)  The  other  place  in  which  the  organ- 
ism lives  is  tlie  udder  of  infected  cows,  re- 
maining here  in  some  cases  for  years.  But 
apparently  it  docs  not  produce  any  patholog- 
ical condition  in  the  udder. 

Some  cases  of  abortion  are,  undoubtedly, 
due  to  cau.st's  other  than  I'anj;  or>.janism.  Some 
workers,  notably  ^mith,  have  found  in  a  few 
catea  that  abortion  was  due  to  a  Vibrio,  and 
in  one  case,  at  least,  to  a  mould. 

Here  again  the  general  belief  of  the  past 
must  be  changed,  based  upon  what  now  cer- 
tainly 5<-ems  conclusive  evidence: 

(1)  That  the  bull  may  be  infected  with 
Bang  organism. 

(^)  That  his  genital  organs  may  become 
so  seriously  diseased  from  invasion  of  the 
Bang  organism  as  to  render  the  bull  weakly 
potent  or  sterile. 

(3)  A  bull  so  diseased  is  believed  to  be 
incapable  of  transmitting  the  disease  through 
the  genital  canal. 

The  discharges  from  .such  an  animal  may 
infect  surroundings,  food,  litter,  etc.,  and  in 
that  way  be  a  source  of  infection.  The  pc)int 
is  that  the  bull  may  be  infected,  but  if  kept 
isolated  and  bred  to  cows  on  neutral  ground 
only,  so  as  not  to  infect  the  cows'  habitat  by 
his  discharges,  that  such  an  aniroil  ^wiU  not 
transmit  abortion  disease. 

The  experiments  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Anjmal  Industry,  Experimental  Station,  in  its 
efforts  to  infect  cows  by  injecting  great  <|uan- 
titie.s  of  the  Bang  virus  into  the  prepuce  of 
the  bull  aiul  the  vagina  and  uterus  of  the 
cows  at  the  time  of  breeding  without  being 
able  to  produce  the  disease,  are  extremely  in- 
teresting, and  we  recommend  this  report  to 
all  interested  in  this  problem. 

The  Bang  organism  produces  in  the  preg- 
tiant  cow  an  inflainmation  of  tlic  chorion 
(external  coat  of  the  fetal  membranes)  and 
the  maternal  cotyledons.  This  very  often 
leads  to  death  and  the  expulsion  of  a  prema- 
ture fetus,  or  if  the  fetus  is  carried  either  to 
full  term  or  for  a  period  of  about  five  months 
or  more,  a  retention  of  the  placenta  The  dis- 
asters occasioned  by  the  retention  of  the 
pbuieiita  are  well  known  to  veterinary  prac- 
tttioncra. 

The  diseased  luembraiics  oUcr  a  fertile 
field  for  the  devek>pment  of  other  organisms, 
principalis  Streptococci,  BaciUtts  pyogenes 
andB.  proteus. 

The  Bang<organism  has  been  found  to  per- 
sist alive  in  the  material  in  which  it  is  (V\'>- 
charged  outride  the  bovine  animal  for  many 
weeks. 

The  dia^;no^is  of  bovine  infectious  abor- 
tion is  possible  through  a  study  of  the  history 
and  condition  of  the  herd  and  by  means  of 
the  serum  tests  (a>.;>;lutitiati"n  and  comple- 
ment fixation),  and  bacteriological  studies  of 
fresh  infected  material. 

Agglutination  and  complement  fixation 
tests  are  accurate  and  correspond  to  the  bac- 
teriology, that  is  when  the  animal  docs  not 
react  to  B.  abortus  antigen,  but  still  aborts, 
there  is  the  probability  ot  t|;iat  particular  case 
being  caused  by  some  other  agent. 

Abortion  can  be  controlled  or  reduced  to 
a  minimum  by: 

(1)  Sanitation,  thorough  and  persistent 
cleaning  and  disinfecting  in  th^  stable  every 
day  or  two  for  perhaps  a  year  or  more.  This, 
of  course,  to  rid  the  premises  of  the  in- 
ftctinn. 

(2)  Strict  isolation,'  a.-^  is  practicable,  of 
aborters  or  those  that  hold  their  afterbirth. 

(3)  Immunliation  of  virgin  heifers  and 
non-iirepnruit  cow^  with  Abortion  Vaccine 
(live  culture)  two  months  or  more  before 
breeding.  It  apparently  takes  about  two 
months  to  rstahli«h  immunity 

(4)  Treaimg  of  all  cows  already  preg- 
nant with  the  Abortion  Mixed  Bacterint  every 
ten  days  during  pregnancy. 

^5)    Isolating  every  animal  that  aborts

thorouk'^i'      '  ' fhed  rverv    'i-     beginning  24

Metritis  iiactcrins,  rciiioving  from  the  uterus, 
wkh  the  greaO^t  care,  any  loose  debris,  and 
the  use  oi  I  terine  C'aps^:le^  In  sc^me  cases 
where  the  cervix  contracts  loo  rapidly,  it  is 
well  to  pack  it  with  gauce  or  cotton  that  has  ' 
been  dipped  int"  i  10  per  cent  solution  of 
Tincture  of  iodine.  This,  of  course,  is  to  be 
removed  and  the  utema  allowed  to  drain  every 
day  or  two. 

(6)  Bum  or  bury  with  lime  such  material 
as  aborted  fetuses,  placenta,  etc. 

(7)  Begin  the  very  day  the  cow  aborts  <>r 
the  day  she  calves  and  holds  her  placenta,  to 
gne  a  hypcxlermic  injection  of  Metritis*  Mixed 
Bacterin  (Bovine)  and  continue  every  three 
to  five  days,  aA  long  as  there  is  any  evidence 
of  infection  in  the  uterus.  Acute  ^uerpenal 
septicemic  cases  shonid  receive  Metrttia  Mixed 
Bacterin  daily  until  the  temperature  drops 
and  the  afute  symptoms  subside.  Mixed 
Metritis  Bacterins  have  given  us,  in  some 
cases  of  Metritis  and  Metro  l'eritonitis,  re- 
sults little  short  of  phenomenal.  Conse- 
quently we  feel  that  we  cannot  recommend 
them  too  strongly  to  our  colleagues. 

Experiment  evidence  inditrates  that  vac- 
cination by  the  live  culture  will  immunize  for 
a  long  period,  perhaps  several  years.  How- 
ever, those  familiar  with  the  laws  of  immun- 
ology know  that  immunization  against  com- 
municable disease  is  not  always  certain  in 
every  case.  Therefore,  it  is  suggested,  where 
infection  is  prevalent  in  valuable  hcids,  that 
vaccination  be  repeated  the  second  year. 

.\  cow  that  has  aborted  should  be  vac- 
cinated before  being  bred  again. 

All  new  females  introduced  in  a  herd 
should  be  vaccinated  before  being  bred. 

The  cause  of  abortion  in  cattle  and  mares 
is  not  the  same.  The  latter  being  due,  prcjb- 
ably,  to  a  para-typhoid  organism,  infectious 
abortion  in  mares  is  readily  .rand  promptly 
controlled  by  bacterin  treatment.  ' 

Abortion  in  cattle  and  swine  is  said  to  be 
related,  based  on  evidence  cited  by  Smith, 
Goode  and  Conway.  It  is  believed  that  it  is 
frequently  transmitted  from  cattle  to  swine 
due  to  the  hogs'  habit  of  following  the  cattle 
ami  caling  the  fece<<  — The  Jersey  Bulletin. 


Origin  of  the  I  hree  Leading 
Dairy  Breeds 

Otlic  three  leading  breeds  f>f  milking 
cattle,  as  distinguished  from  the  beef 
breeds,  the  Jersey  is  the  most  famous, 
the  .\yrshire  is  possibly  tlie  most  utilitarian 
and  the  Holstein  the  heaviest  producer. 

As  far  back  as  1734,  or  nearly  one  hundred 
and  ninety  years  ago,  superiority  was  claimed 
for  Jersey  cattle.  The  excellence  of  the  cow 
is  attributed  by  Colonel  le  Couteur,  an  early 
Jersey  breeder,  to  the  "circumstances  of  a  few 
farmers  having  constantly  attended  to  raising 
stock  from  cows  of  the  best  milking  qualities, 
which  attenti6n,  prosecuted  for  a  long  number 
of  years  in  a  small  country  like  ours  where 
such  superior  qualities  would  soon  l)e  known, 
led  to  the  excellence  of  milking  ami  buttcr- 
\  ieldm^  properties  of  the  race  at  large."  Chan- 
nel Island  cows  were  for  many  ve;irs  imported 
into  England  under  the  generic  name  of 
".Mdemey,"  although  the  animals  from  that 
island  were  the  least  important,  but  in  time 
the  breeders  of  the  larger  island  taught  the 
world  the  value  of  the  cow  which  has  made 
Jersey  famous  Tlir  liree<lers  seemed  early  to 
recognize  the  merits  and  possibilities  of  their 
native  cow  and  jersey  cattle  have  been  bred 
practically  pure  for  a  longer  period  than  any 
other  I^iitish  variety.  Successive  nets  date»l 
at  intervals  from  1/03  onward,  detailed  severe 
penalties  against  the  fraudulent  importation 
of  cattle  from  I'rancc,  with  the  rihject  of  ex- 
cluding disease,  preserving  the  puiity  of  tlic 
breed,  and  fostering  the  export  of  Jersey 
cattle  to  England. 

Among  those  who  workcil  untiringly  in  the 
interests  of  the  breed,  the  names  of  Colonel 
le  Couteur  and  Colonelie  Cornu  should  be  re 
niemhercd;  for  it  was  greatly  due  to  their  far- 
sighted  wisdom  and  untiring  devotion  that  the 
breed  haa..attained  its  present  position.  It 
should  be  noted  that  in  Jersey  all  the  cattle 
bred  on  ttie  Island  are  considered  to  be  pure 
bred,  even  if  their  ancestors  arc  not  entered 
iff  the  official  herdbook,  and  they  are  all 
equally  eligible  for  entry  if  they  should  show 
merit.  The  one  difference  is  that  for  one  gen- 
eration the  non-pedigree  individuals  are 
classed  as  Fotmdation  Stock,  while  the  others 
are  classed  as  Pedigree  Stock. 

A  great  deal  was  alto  done  in  England  to 
improve  the  breed  that  had  or^|;inate<l  in 
Jersey.  Dauncey  waa  the  great  pioneer  and 
one  of  his  successors,  Dr.  Wainey,  said  of 
him,  that  he  was  the  greatntt  breeder  of 
Jeraeya  ever  kno^'

About  the  middle  of  the  last  century  the 
Jersey  cattle  enjoyed  a  "boom"  in  the  United 

States,  and  American  inonev  was  5uceeasful 
in  drawing  a  considerable  amount  of  the  best 
stock  to  oib  continent.  Thi^  is  of  parttcntar 
interest  to  us,  for,  as  is  ur!  vn,  the  most 
popular  breec^  on  this  Island  is  ilic  Jersey,  to 
such  an  extent  that  local  breedciy  have  vtaions

This  rhymed  description  is  said  to  exactly 
fit  the  Ayrshire  of  the  early  part  of  the  last 
century  when  the  breed  hrst  began  to  come 
into  notice.  It  was  not  long  before  thia  hardy 
type  was  introduced  to  this  continent,  at  first 
by  settlers  bringing  their  cattle  with  them, 
and  it  was  found  to  adapt  itself  excellently  to 
the  more  rigorous  conditions  of  climate.  In 
Canada  the  Ayrshire"  Inn>orters'  and  Breeders' 
.\ssociation  was  formed  in  1885.  and  in  course 
of  time  both  in  Scotland  and  in  the  New  World 
the  breed  was  improved,  particularly  in  i)oint 
of  production,  until  it  now  ranks  among  the 
foremost.  Of  particular  interest  to  daurymen 
on  the  Pacific  Coast  has  been  the  noteworthy 
achievements  of  J.'VV.  Clise,  of  Willowmoor 
Farms,  not  far  from  the  City  of  Seattle.  The 
Willowmoor  herd  of  Ayrshires  was  founded 
in  the  Summer  of  1905  and  was  built  up  both 
by  selection  from  the  leading  herds  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  and  by  importa- 
tions direct  from  Scotland,  until  one  of  the 
leading  herds  in  the  world  was  assembled  on 
the  Pacific  Coast.  It  is  to  this  herd  that  Lily 
of  Willowmoor  and  Gerranton  Dora  2nd  be- 
longed, both  with  world  record^  and  by  the 
introductkm  of  animals  from  the  willowmoor 
herd  into  this  Province  our  own  Ayrshire 
.  vbreeders  have  considerably  benefited. 

Eastward  from  the  home  of  the  Ayrshire, 
across  the  North  Sea,  lie  the  rich  pasturages 
of  Eriesland.  which  developed  the  cattle  which 
by  a  strange  injustice  are  now»  known  as 
Holsteins.  It  has  been  frequently  pointed  out 
that  there  is  no  such  tliinj^  as  a  Holstein 
breed,  and  partial  justice  at  any  rate  is  done 
to  the  country  of  its  origin,  by  the  combina- 
tion "Holstein-Frcisian,"  which  is  the  correct 
designation  of  the  associations  both  in  the 
United  States  and  England  that  are  concetvied 
in  the  interests  of  the  breed.  These  Dutch 
cattle,  bred  for  i^cnemlions  on  succulent,  low- 
lying  pastures,  have  developed  into  enormous 
producers  of  milk,  which  makes  them  popular 
-wherever  an  abundant  milk  supply  is  desire<l. 
The  rich  pastures  of  the  Fraacr  Delta,  re- 
sembling so  closely  their  native  habitat,  have 
been  almost  entirely  devoted  to  the  use  of  this 
breed,  but,  generally  speaking,  the  conditions 
on  this  Island  are  not  so  well  adapted  to  the 
profitable  use  of  the  Holstein,  though  it  prob- 
ably will  always  hold  its  own  wherever,  as. 
in  the  vicinity  of  cities,  large  quantities  of  milk 
are  required.

1  he  Making  of  a  Lawn 

.\  good  lawn  is  one  of  the  first  essentials 
in  making  a  beautiful  home.  There  is  noth- 
ing that  can  t.nke  the  i)lace  of  a  beautiful 
greensward  about  any  house  if  it  is  to  be 
really  attractive.  Those  who  are  planning  to 
build  should  inclu<le  the  lawn  in  the  original 
f>lan  for  the  home.  Draw  up  a  plan  of  the 
contour  of  the  ground  adjoining  the  proposed' 
site.  The  area  \h\<^  will  rlepend  uf)i>n  the 
amount  of  land  available.  In  the  country 
this  should  be  not  less  than  four  times  the 
area  of  the  house  site.  In  exca^  ating,  remove 
all  the  rich  surface  soil  separately.  The  sub- 
soil from  the  excavation  is  then  use<l  for 
filling  depressions  ami  grading  so  that  the 
surface  water  v^ill  always  flow  away  from  the 
house.  When  the  house  is  completed,  and 
the  rubbish  incident  to  building  removed,  the 
surface  soil  is  brought  back  an<l  used  to  make 
a  seed  bed  for  the  lawn  grasses. 

The  lawn  should  be  as  permanent  as  the 
house,  and  requires  equal  care  in  the  making- 
The  .Autumn  is  a  good  time  to  do  the  grading 
and  filling.  This  should  be  done  at  interviJs, 
allowing  hea\  y  rains  to  settle  the  trans- 
ported soil  several  times  before  the  final  grad- 
ing, ploughing  and  thorough  tillage  nf  the 
Spring.  This  will  prevent  de[>res>iojis  de 
veloping  afterwards  in  your  lawn  and  tennis 
cotut.  Before  seeding,  a  finer  condition  of 
tilth  is  required  than  for  any  farm  crop.  Keep 
at  it  until  the  soil  is  like  a  garden  or  about 
ready  for  seeding  onions.  If  the  land  is  not 
in  good  heart,  .i  heavy  coat  of  manure  <^houM 
be  worked  in  during  preparation,  and  when 
necessary,  a  heavy  dressing  of  fertilizer  will 
greatly  help  to  make  tile  soil  las  rich  aa  it 
should  be  for  growing  potatoes  or  roots. 

The  seeding  should  be  very  heavy.  The 
best  lawns  are  made  by  having  a  great  many 
fine  stalks  of  gras^  '  st  grass  for  shade 
and  open  lawns  is  tlie  i\(.ntucky  Blue  Grass. 
It  is  sown  at  the  rate  of  about  tO  pounds,  or 
four  bushels,  per  acre.  It  weighs  14  pounds 
to  the  bu.shel.  The  seed  merchants  sell  reli- 
abhe  mixtures;  tliese  usually  contain  a  large 
percentage  of  Kentucky  Blue  Graaa  and 
White  l  lover.  Timothy  and  Red  Top.  when 
added  to  the  mixture,  are  satisfactory  grasses 
for  making  a  permanent  lawn.  To  secure  a 
satisfactory  se'  '  '      I'.'  ut  one-half  of 

the  seed  for  the  aica  and  sow  the  area  one 
way  carefntly  by  hand,  then  take  tfM  other 
half  and  worn  acrou  the   firat  aeedteff. 
this  means  you  would  avoid  eny  miaaea  and 
secure  sn  even  stand. 

To  avoid  havhig  the  lawn  bare  during  the 
early  Summer,  oats  at  the  rat?  of  from 
four  to  five  bushels  per  acre  before  the  last 
cultivation  in  preparation  for  accdhig.  This 
w  ill  form  a  dense  greensward  within  three 
weeks,  and  thopgh  requiring  frequent  cutting 
with  ^e  lawn  mower,  wfff  nm  only  nsake  k 
1'  a  nurse  cmp

Whether  the  recent  <  rf  at  Washington

of  life.  Peace  and  safety  can  only  be  ob- 
tained by  retaining  arm4mcnts  etficient  tor  all 
purposes  constantly  on  hand,  and  by  regard- 
ing the  application  of  preventive  measures  as 
being  as  inevitable  and  as  much  a  pairt  of  the 
culture  as  digging  or  cultivation. 

^i early  every  back  garden  has  its  cherry 
tree,  and  not  infrequently  the  tree  exudes  a 

gum  Iroin  its  bark  which,  in  excess,  will 
weaken  and  even  cause  its  death,  it  is  due  to 
several  causes,  such  as  forced  growth  (rom  too 
rich  soil  or  ttx)  much  water  or  a  wet  situa- 
tion, and  where  such  conditions  are  suspected 
they  should  be  remedied.  Gumming  often 
follows  brown  rot,  a  well-known  destructive 
disease  which  in  warm  moist  weather  attacks 
the  fruit  and  even  kills  the  twigs.  For  the 
ccjiitioi  oi  this  disease  and  consequently  gum- 
otis,  if  caused  by  it,  spray  before  growth  be- 
gins in  the  Spring  with  Winter-strength  lime 
sulphur,  that  is  1  to  9,  and  later,  when  the 
fruit  is  developing,  with  Bordeaux  mixture  in 
a  2-2-40  proportion.  Lime  sulphur  is  injurious 
after  the  foliage  appears. 

r.very  house  should  have  its  peach  tree 
on  the  bunny  wall  to  supply  family — and 
friends — with  this  most  delicious  of  Summer 
fruits.  The  principal  foe  to  be  dealt  with  is 
the  peach-leaf  curl,  which  exhibits  itself  in 
a  puckering  up  of  the  leaves.  It  k  worse 
when  the  weather  has  been  windy  and  wet  at 
the  time  the  leaves  expanded.  The  fungus- 
iipure.s  which  cause  the  trouble  lie  on  the  leaf 
buds  at  the  time  before  growth  begins.  The 
remedy,  therefore,  is  to  spray  before  they  open 
with  Winter-streneth  lime  sulphur.  The 
patches  of  greyish-brown  on  the  velvet  cheek 
of  the  ripened  peach  arc  due  to  mildew, 
which  also  attacks  the  young  growth,  if  the 
tree  has  been  sprayed  for  the  CUrl  this  trouble 
will  be  checked,  l)!it  where  it  is  severe  a  spray 
may  be  administered  at  the  hrst  appearance 
of  it,  the  spray  being  atomic  sulphur  4  lbs.  to 
40  gallons  of  water,  taking  care  that  the  fruit 
is  thoroughly  covered  witli  the  spray. 

The  old  apple  tree,  beloved  of  poets,  is 
more  often  tlian  not  the  prey  of  devouring 
enemies,  whi^h  not  only  confine  their  efforts 
to  the  tree  on  which  ^hey  are  established  but 
use  it  for  a  breeding'  and  training  ground 
from  which  to  attack  other  trees  m  the 
neighborhood.  A  disease  that  is  rapidly  mak- 
inf4  headway  in  this  manner  is  black-spot 
canker.  Beginning  with  a  flight  darkening  of 
the  bark  which  later  appears  slightly  sunken, 
the  area  spreads  during  the  Spring  until  the 
diseased  portion  becomes  dry  and  brittle  an<l 
a  fissure  is  formed,  leaving  the  wootl  beneath 
bare  and  exposed.  Prevantk>n  is  t>etter  than 
cure  in  this  case,  since  spraying  will  not  get 
into  the  seat  of  the  mischief,  and  Bordeaux 
mixture,  double  strength,  should  be  applied 
before  the  Fall  r.iin    <       n:r"i  r 

Apple  scab  is  anoiiier  cause  of  trouble,  af- 
fecting the  fruit  most  conspicuously,  espe- 
cially to  the  people  who  never  look  at  a  tree 
until  the  apples  are  ripe,  but  which  .attacks 
leaves,  blossoms  and  twigs.  The  regular 
spraying  in  Winter  or  early  Spring  is  the  first 
measure  that  will  control  the  sci%,  the  lime- 
sulphur  being  applied  in  Winter  strength, 
with  ar  ■':]■]■  application  when  the  blossoms 
are  falling  of  lime-sulphur  in  1  to  40  strength. 

In  every  case  of  disease,  whatever  the 
icmedies  a|)plied,  the  danger  of  reinfection 
s||..uM  be  ^Miardcfl  against  by  collecting  and 
burning  affected  leaves,  tvMg:>  and  mummied 
ft-uits.  Ligiit  and  air  should  be  given  access 
to  the  tree  by  suitable  pruning,  and  cultiva- 
tion should  be  given  to  keep  the  trees  in  a 
vigorous  state  of  health  which  will  enable 
them  to  resist  disease. 


A  Garden  ui  Cheer 


One  of  the  picasante.nt  fancies  in  flower 
gardening  is  that  of  devising  gardens  of  one 
predominant  color,  and  of  all  colors  yellow  is 
most  easily  dealt  with  so  far  as  flowers  go. 
One  can  get  yellow  flowers  of  any  height  and 
manned  of  growth  to  suit  the  <liflFerent  posi- 
tions; usually  they  are  among  the  easiest  to 
grow,  and  finally  anyone  who  has  niood  in 
a  plot,  however  small,  in  which  all  shades  of 
yelkm  riot  happily,  cannot  but  have  experi- 
enced a  rapid  rise  in  spirits,  reaching  even  to 
a  joyous  exhilaration.  The  place  for  sucii  a 
garden  should  be  screened  from  the  main 
garden  either  by  shrubbery  or  a  wall  or  lat- 
tice. An  ideal  approach  would  be  through 
sombrely  gfien  aniVibe  or  a  dim  and  shady 
pergola,  when  the  eye  would  receive  the 
brilliance  of  the  color  garden  beyond  with 
due  appreciation. 

The  plot  need  nnt,  and  t. 
be  large,  and  the  greatest  ctlcct  tor  even  the 
smallest  area  ia  always  gained  by  an  oblong 
with  a  path  running  the  length  of  it  with  a 
border  on  each  side.  The  perspective  thus 
gained  produces  a  Sense  of  abundant  edknr 
an  !  bloom  even  where  an  examin  of  the 
borders  mif hi  reveal  some  empty  spaces. 
Naturally  one  may  add  all  sorts  off  |nibellish- 
ments  as  ones  means  may  permit.  W.ater, 
especially  uater  in  motion  such  as  a  fountain, 
falling  in  a  spray  from  a  niche  set  in  a  wall 
bounding  the  garden  into  a  basin  below,  would 
add  to  the  liveliness  of  the  spot,  and  in  ^ny 
<  ase  a  seit  should  be  placed  at  some  vantage 
point  from  wftick  to  ^  view  the  m^koU 
closure. 

If  the  borders  art  wide,  the  presence  of  a 
few  permanent  shnika  will  help  to  give  sub- 

"stance  and  dignity  to  the  garden  .uid  the  Kor- 
svthia.  fortunit  and  suspenta,  Kcrna  japonica, 
Berberis,  thunbergi  and  etenophyOa,  and 
Kalmtas  wil'  (loduce  yellbw  blossoms 
throughout  the  Spring  and  will  work  in  well

Among  the  lower  growing  flowers 
or  the  front  the  border  in'i;ht  be  .Xnthcmis, 
tin  t  ri.i  r  Kelwayi;  .\rnebia  Cornuta;  Dim- 
oi I'luulicca  Aurantiaca;  avoiding  the  vari- 
colored hybrids;  Escholtxia  or  California  pop- 
py^ nasturtiums  in  the  yellow  shades,  and  yel- 
low pansies.  The  dwarf  marigold,  signata 
numila,  would  be  suitable  for  an  edging  and 
blooms  persistently. 

To  give  the  variety  of  form  and  foliage  »o 
essentiiU  to  successful  planting  the  sw^ra-like 

leaves  of  such  things  as  Montbretia,  llcmTo- 
callis,  and  the  few  cream  or  yellow  tinted 
gladioli,  such  as  Niagara,  Schwaben  and  Klon- 
dike, slinuld  be  inti '  "lui  ed,  :inil  ;i  few  plants 
of  Evening  Prtmrose  will  make  the  air  fra- 
grant for  the  evening  visit  to  the  garden. 

The  best  path  for  a  yellow  garden  would 
be  ot  turf,  and  as  much  greenery  as  possible 
should  be  in  the  background.  Ia  fact,  thi: 
yellow  garden  is  likely  to  conVey  the  feeling 
of  a  dry  and  thirsty  land  where  no  water  is 
if  it  is  attempted  apart  from  the  iclievuig  fotl 
of  greenness  surrounding  it,  btit  where  this  is 
in  abundance,  the  yellow  garden  will  shine 
out  from  its  setting  like  a  jewel.  ' 


Possibilities  of  Nut  Growing 

"People  who  live  in  cities,  as  most  of  fi*; 
do  now,  come  to  think  that  the  city  is  the 
whole  thing,  the  country  chiefly  good  for  an 
annual  vacation.  They  don't  stop  to  think 
that  if  all  the  cities  were  destroyed  and  their 
inhabitants  distributed  around  on  the  farms, 
life,  at  least,  would  go  on  fairly  comfortably. 
But  if  the  farms  were  destroved  the  cities  also 
would  perish  in  a  few  days. 

In  this  strain  a  reviewer  in  I'he  .\rvs  York 
Times  Book  Review  introduces  a  book  on  nut 
growing  by  Robert  T.  Morris.  Lightly  dis- 
coursing the  reviewer  himself,  the  secretary 
to  the  Northern  Nut  Growers'  Association 
proceeds  to  show  that  a  large  portion  of  the 
untillable  lands  in  the  I'nited  States,  and  th' 
same  applies  in  a  large  measure  to  Canada, 
too,  eould  be  made  to  bear  valuable  crops  of 

food  in  the  sliape  of  llUts.  As  an  example 
Connecticut  is  quoted  as  containing  nearly 
fifty  per  cent  of  non-tillable  land,  yet  there  is 

little  of  'md  in  that  State  that  cannot  bf 

made  to  rai&e  nut  crops  more  valuable  than 
moat  of  the  erops  now  raised  on  the  tillable 
land  of  the  State. 

In  "Nut  Crowing,"  the  book  under  review, 
the  author  aims  to  .show  that  nuts  in  their 
present  improved  forms,  and  on  grafted  trees, 
sliould  be  planted  as  freely  as  apple  or  pearli 
trees,  that  these  grafted  trees  will  bear  as 
early  as  apple  trees,  that  great  nut  kidustries 
can  be  developed  in  almost  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  that  such  industries  must  be  de- 
veloped to  insure  the  country'a  future  food 
(.npply  with  one  of  nature'a  .  nMMt  nutritious 
foods. 

Hitherto  nut  trees  have  been  overlooked 

in  gener.il  plantings  bn.nisc  mulei  wiM  ronili- 
tions  the  nut  tree  has  gained  a  reputation  for 
deliberation  and  Uncertainty  in  bearing.  But 
now  that  we  have  grafted  nut  trees,  just  as 
wc  have  grafted  fruit  trees,  they  may  be 
counted  on,  with  reasonable  care,  to  be  as 
satisfactory  as  apples  or  pears. 

Tew  persons  realize  how-  higlilv  nutritions 
nuts  are.  An  acre  of  land  devoted  to  nut 
growing  may  produce  mora  than  ten  times  as 

much  protein  as  thr  same  acre  devoted  fo 
pasturage  of  beef  cattle.  "The  average  value 
of  the  MS  principal  flesh  fooda,"  saya  the 
author,  "is  one-fourth  that  of  a  pouufl  of  nutx. 
Each  nut  represents  a  pnxe  packet  of  the 
most  concentraled  food.'  ftaeh  acre  of  walnut 

tree*^  in  bearing  will  pro'luce  every  year  f(x>d 
approximating  Z,b<JO  pounds  of  beef.  Although 
with  nuts  as  food  hieat  is  unnecessary,  ainee 

thev  fiirii)-li  all  the  essential  proteins  and 
vitaniines,  yet  out  growers  du  not  ask  tbt 

giving  up  of  lamb  chope  and  juicy  beef 

steaks.    Nuts,  however,  havo  the  advaiitag( 
over  flesh  foods  in  that  they   are   free  from 
'uric  acid'  and  diseaae  germs,  that  they  ke^ 
easily  without  refrigeraUon«  and  that  they  do 
not  quickly  decay." 

A  fascinating  portion  of  the  book  it  that 
on  hybrkia,  in  which  the  author  say^  that  the 
next  generation  will  sec  hvbrid  nut*  never 
seen  before  by  anybody,  and  undreamed  of 
when  he  was  a  boy.  The  crossing  of  nut 
tree*  is  not  rjiflFicult  work  and  "is  so  intercit- 
iiig  that  many  people  will  probably  take  tu> 
hybffMtektion  as  an  ontdoor  aport.*^  ^

is  that  the  (irrat  War,  bcsi<li!.«,  hi>lihi\y  l»ack 
the  issue  of  many  books  alrcadv  written  and 
projected,  which  are  nnw  rcIea>cJ.  h.is  piveii 
rise  to  u  literature  of  its  t>*Mi,  dealing  u  ith 
the  war  itself,  the  causes  of  the  war,  its  ef- 
fects <-ii  the  world  and  the  problems  resulting; 
irom  tjic  terms  of  peace.  But  the  chief  cause 
is  ^e  unceasin)^  demand  in  all  countries  for 
fiction,  which  always  forms  the  majority  of 
new  books.  The  appetite  for  "stories"  among 
mankind,  especially  among  women,  is  in- 
satiable.

It  seems  extraordinary  that  since  life  is 
too  .short  for  an>onc  to  read  even  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  innumerable  >,'<iod  books  already 
written,  there  should  lie  tliis  continuous  de- 
mand for  new  and  inferior  ones.  "I  cannot 
imdrrstaiid."  wroic  Ifazlitt.  "the  rage  mani- 
lestc<l  by  the  greater  part  of  the  world  for 
readinf  new  hooks.  If  the  public  bad  read 
all  tho«ic  that  have  pone  before,  f  can  cnn 
ceivc  how  they  .should  not  wisli  to  read  the 
••me  work  twice  over;  but  when  I  consider 
the  countless  \.>lnme-,  that  lie  unopened,  un- 
regarded, unread  ami  unthought  of,  I  c.mnot 
enter  into  the  pathetic  complaint  that  Sir 
V^'altcr  writes  no  more — that  the  press  is  idle 
—that  J.ord  Jiyron  is  dead.  If  I  have  not 
read  a  book  before,  it  is,  to  all  intents  and 
purpoMS,  new  to  me,  whether  it  was  printed 
yesterday  or  300  3  ears  ago.  If  it  be  urged 
that  it  has  no  modern,  passing  incidcnti.^  attd 
is  out  of  date  and  old-fashioned,  then  it  is  so 
much  the  newer;  it  is  further  removed  from 
other  works  that  I  have  lately  read,  from  the 
familiar  routine  of  ordinary  life,  and  makes  so 
much  more  addition  to  my  knowledge.  But 
main  people  would  as  soon  think  of  putting 
<.n  f>ld  armor  as  of  takings  up  a  book  not  pub- 
lished within  tlic  last  month,  or  vear  at  the 
utnufst.  There  is  a  fashion  in  reading  as  well 
as  ill  dress,  which  lasts  only  for  the  Jeason." 
W  hat  ITa/litt  wrote  a  hundred  years  ago  is 
equally  true  today.  Tliere  is  alwavs  a  craze 
for  new  books,  and  while  Scott,  Dickens  and 
Thackerav  are  now  unreail.  the  latest  bo..k 
of  Miss  Kthel  iJcll  or  some  other  ephemeral 
writer  is  cagcrlv  sotTifht.  One  can  under- 
■^taiid  this  eaprrncss  in  the  case  uf  a  few  liv- 
ing writers  of  the  tirst  rank,  such  as  Hardy, 
Cbnan  Doyle  or  Kipling;  but  the  demand  for 

pare  trash  Is  pasf  comprehension.

Making  due  allowtnce  for  the  opinion 
of  a  confirmed  pessimist,  there  is  much  truth 
in  Seh«>i>onhauers  remarks  on  this  subject: 
"It  is  the  case,"  he  .says,  "with  literature  as 
with  life;  wherever  we  turn  we  cMmr  upf)n 
the  incorrigible  mob  of  humankind,  whose 
name  is  I.cgion.  swarming  e\erv  where, 
damaging  evervtl.ing.  ;is  flies  in  ."Summer. 
Ilencr  the  mnltipli«it\  I'i  Iiad  l>iM)k--.  those 
exuberant  weeds  of  literature  which  clioke  the 
tr«e  com.  Such  hooks  rob  the  public  of  time, 
nnme\'  and  nttentioti.  which  ou;{ht  properly 
to  iielong  to  goo<l  literature  an<l  ntiblc  aims, 
and  they  are  written  with  a  view  merely  ta 
make  iituncN  or  oC(»upation.  Thev  arc,  there- 
fore, not  merely  useless,  but  injurious.  .  . 
We  should  recolUet  that  he  who  writes  for 
i'i>i>ls  finds  an  enormo'.is  audtmre,  and  we 
should  devote  the  ever-scant  leisure  of  our 
circumscribed  existence  to  the  master-spirits 
"f  ,t1I  ages  and  nations,  those  who  tower  over 
humanity,  and  whom  the  voice  of  Fame 
proclaims:  only  such  writers  cultivate  and 
instruct  iis.  (  )f  bad  books  we  can  never  rea<l 
too  little;  of  the  gtKxl  ne\  er  too  much."  To 
these  arguments  we  might  reply:  "Arc  we. 
then,  never  to  read  a  new  lx)ok?  If  so,  how 
can  we  tell  a  good  hook  from  a  bad  one? 
'  And  are  there  to  be  no  great  writers  of  the 
future?"  This  reasoning  is  easily  disposed 
of.  It  is  the  practice,  or  habit,  of  reading 
trashy  hooks  that  is  to  be  discouraged.  One 
can  sample  a  variety  of  wines  before  making 
«>ne"s  ehtiicr  A  poor  or  harmful  a\  riter  can 
be  tli.stinguished  in  one  bo<jk.  perhaps  in  a  few 
pages,  or  even  at  a  glanee,  and  at  onee  dis- 
carded Nor  is  the  reading  r>t'  urw  hiopr.Ti)!i- 
ies,  histories,  or  studies  of  contemporary 
problems  to  be  dbcou  raged ;  on  the  contrary, 
f.nr  nuist  re.T«I  such  literature  to  keep  abreast 
ot  the  world's  progress.

investigate  have  been  limited.  So  that  in 
response  to  a  request,  this  is  an  attemjit  to 
give  to  you  a  rudimentary  conception  of  this 
rather  unique  substance  whose  discovery  was 
one  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  ;uneteenth  century. 

This  subject  is  really  an  intricate  and  high- 
ly technical  r>ne,  and  to  acquire  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  it  requires  not  only  a  good  deal 
of  study,  but  also  demands,  as  a  fundamental 
basis,  a  knowledge  of  physics  and  chemistry, 
and  in  what  is  to  foUow  I  have  endeavored  to 
make  this  dissertation  as  elementarv  as  is  com- 
patible with  the  subject  in  hand.  Some  of  the 
facts  of  radium  are  really  astounding,  and 
when  we  ci  ;nc  to  look  into  the  figures  as- 
sociated with  radium,  they  are  absolutely  be- 
yond our  comprehenaion. 

Value  of  Radium 
The  matter  of  value  is  something  that  is 
of  common  interest,  and,  while  it  is  generally 
known  that  its  cost  is  high,  it  is  perhaps  sur- 
prising to  learn  that  radium  is  actually  worth 
over  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  times  its 
weight  in  gold.  Today's  market  price  for  unc 
single  ounce  is  over  three  and  one-half  million 
dollars.  On  this  basis  it  is  obvious  that  if  one 
could  convert  an  ordinary  five  dollar  gold 
piece  into  radium  it  would  be  worth  well  over 
a  million  dollars.  Or.  taking  it  another  way, 
if  the  "lead"  of  an  ordinary  pencil  were  made 
of  radium,  the  pencils  would  «ell  at  $11.S,000 
each.  Ordinarily  the  cost  of  any  article  dc- 
(>ends  on  the  law  m(  supply  and  demand,  and 
of  course  this  is  a  factoi  in  the  cost  of  radium. 
Consequently,  it  is  not  so  perplexing  that  it  is 
the  most  costly  thing  in  the  world,  when,  after 
twenty  years  of  lahf>r  and  search,  there  has 
been  obtained  up  to  today  altogether  less  than 
six  ounces  of  pure  radium.  Three-quarters  of 
the  worhi's  supply  is  now  obtained  from  a 
mineral  called  Carnotite.  found  chiefly  in 
Colorado.  I.'.  S.  A.,  but  according  to  a  recent 
survey  of  this  source,  there  is  less  than  enough 
for  an  additional  four  ounces,  and  as  already 
the  pitchblende  from  St.  Joachimsthol,  Ho- 
hemia,  which  was  the  original  source,  is  almost 
entirely  exhausted,  the  available  suppiv  is  cer- 
tainly sharply  limited.  So  that  with  six  ounces 
already  obtained,  and  probably  less  than 
another  six  ounces  obtainable,  the  wdtM  s  sup- 
ply of  radium  is  in  all  probability  limited  to 
considerably  less  than  a  potind.  There  are 
geological  features  which  would  tend  to  show- 
that  this  is  about  the  maximum  amount  that 
ever  will  be  secured  at  any  one  |>eriod.  but 
these  are-r«tbfr  too  inv(d\  cd  1. 1  deal  w  ith  here, 
except  to  i«y  that  it  is  cxtreniclv  probable  that 
this  is  the  total  amount  of  radium  which  the 
Creator  has  allotted  as  the  earth's  supply  for 
this  age. 

^Price  of  Radium 

A  few  >  ears  ago  radium  could  be  purchased 
at  the  cost  of  $^jO.0O0  an  ounce.  Today,  as  has 
alreafly  been  stated,  the  price  for  this  amount 
i.s  over  three  and  one-half  million  dollars.  In 
fact,  \vhrn  the  hospit.ij  here  bought  onr  recent 
additional  supply,  the  price  was  $.iOO,UUO  an 
ounce  more  than  the  price  was  at  the  time  of 
our  foriner  purchase  three  \cars  apo.  The 
many  commercial  uses  that  ha\e  been  found 
for  radium  have  Iteen  a  material  factor  in  its 
deman<l.  but  the  rrall\  great  c.ill  for  it  has 
come  from  medical  circles,  where  it  is  being 
used  with  increasing  success  in  the  war  against 
disease 

Dr.  Douglas  yuick,  .surgeon  to  the  Mem- 
orial Hospital,  New  York  City,  an  institution 
devoted  entirely  to  the  care  of  cancer,  in  a  re- 
cent article  saya:  "Radium  is  the  greatest 
single  agent  at  our  disposal  for  combating 
malignant  disease."  S<\  then,  with  such  a 
small  amount  available,  it  seems  really  an  ex- 
travagant waste  when  it  is  used  for  such  non- 
essential things  as  the  illuminating  of  fishing 
spoons  or  the  figures  on  an  alarm  clock,  or 
other  no  <loubt  useful  but  nevertheless  quite 
dispensable  purposes. 

The  cost  I  if  radium  is  due  in  no  small  part 
to  the  tremendous  difhculty  in  obtaining  it.  be- 
cause, as  has  already  l>een  stated,  the  nulk  of 
the  world's  «upplv  is  from  the  Carnotite  ore 
from  Colorado.  This  is  found  in  a  most  arid 
region  of  the  coutnry,  chiefly  in  a  remote  end 
of  Paradox  Valley. 

In  order  to  give  you  an  appreciation  of  the 
work  entailed  in  securing  radium,  we  will  trace 
the  prtrcess  through  from  the  ore  to  the 
hnished  product.  To  obtain  an  ounce  of 
radium  necessitates  the  mining  of  70,000  tons 
e.f  rock  and  ore  This  must  all  be  hanid-sorted. 
and  the  carnotite-bearing  specimens  picked 
out,  and  in  this  way  the  msss  is  reduced  to 
14,000  tons  of  mining  ore.  As  it  is  found  in  an 
inaccessible  regioti  sixt\  seven  miles  from 
the  nearest  railroad,  it  most  be  put  in  sacks 
and  brought  out  on  burros  to  the  concentrat- 
ing mills,  where  it  is  ground  to  a  powder  so 
fine  that  it  will  pass  through  a  200-mesh  sieve. 
At  this  time  the  sand  is  removed,  and  so  the 
volume  further  reduced  to  one  (piarter.  or. 
now,  3,500  tons.  This  is  taken  to  Canonsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  or  Orange.  New  Jersey,  or 
iNnx  er,  Colorad.v  •  Iie-r  it  is  brought  through 
a  most  tedious  refining  process  of  >^iat  is 
known  as  "fractional  cryaUUication."  This 
consists  of  repeatedly  evaporating  it  to  dry- 
ness after  it  has  been  dlssolveo  in  various 
chemicala  and  thereby  slowly  purifying  it  step 
by  step,  so  that  after  a  long  series  of  the.se 
evaporations.  It  is  concentrated  down  to  the 
almost  insignificant  hulk  of  one  and  four  fifths 
<.nnces  ..f  a  chemical  called  radium  fmmitde,

iNow  this  process  tia>  icquircd  no  less  than 


14,(AA>  tons  of  chemicals,  Aiic  energy  equivalent 
of  28.000  tons  of  coal,  and  actually  280,000 
tons  of  <!istilled  water — aod  Iwiidea  this,  the 
work  ot  150  men  for  months,  some  of  these 
being  specialized  chemists,  and  therefore  neces- 
sarily highly-salaried  lurn  So  that  M  all  the 
actual  material  w  hose  handling  is  necessary 
for  the  obtaining  ot  one  ounce  of  radium  is 
summed  up,  it  brings  the  total  to  the  astound- 
ing amount  .  f  V'i.OO)  tons.  It  woiild  re<inire 
l.i,0t>8  freight  cars,  each  of  thirty  tons  capa 
city,  to  carry  this  load,  and  this  would  mean 
.US  trains  of  forty  cars  each  If  these  cars  were 
Coupled  up  to  form  a  single  train,  calculating 
the  average  fivight  car's  length  at  thirty-four 
feet,  and  not  counting  engine  <>>  caboose,  they 
uould  make  one  continuous  train  of  a  little 
over  eighty-three  miles.  T'herefore  it  is  ob- 
vious wli.  llic  ore  is  hauled  all  the  ua\  I'loiii 
Colorado  to  the  Eastern  coast  to  be  refined, 
because  after  all  this  ore  is  only  a  small  frac- 
tion of  the  materials  neceaaary  for  the  process. 

Practically  all  the  water  used  must  be  dis- 
tilled, because  if  the  water  contains  any  sul- 
phur it  forms  radinm  aulphate  with  thta  pre- 
cious metal,  and  as  this  is  an  insoluble  com- 
pound, it  is  carried  away  with  the  debris  and 
conacquentiy  kiat 

Bacrgy  Whfaout  Bsfaaustton 

It  i  ^  ol)\  ions  that  if  this  amount  of  trouble 
and  expense  is  incurred  to  obtain  one  ounce  of 
this  stA>stance,  it  must  have  1  l  operties  of  an 
exceptional  character.  When  radium  was  first 
discovered  it  threw  the  whole  of  the  scientific 
world  into  bewilderment,  because  it  is^  con- 
tinually giving  out  energy  at  a  rate  that  is  far 
in  excess  of  that  of  the  sun  or  of  any  star  in 
the  heavens.  In  fact,  if  the  sun  were  made  of 
radium  its  light  and  heat  would  be  one  million 
times  as  intense,  conseipiently  life  on  this 
pl.inct  would  not  be  possible.  So  prodigious 
is  the  energy  it  is  giving  out  that  Sir  William 
Kamsay  computed  that  if  it  were  possible 
I  w  hich,  of  course,  it  is  not^  to  obtain  a  ton  of 
pure  radium,  and  that  its  energy  could  be  con- 
trr)Iled  and  liarnessed,  it  would  he  capable  of 
driving  a  ship  of  15,000  tons  at  a  speed  of  fif- 
teen knots  an  hour  continuously  over  a  period 
of  twenty-eight  years 

Now  this  is  astounding  when  one  reckons 
that  it  would  require  no  less  than  one  million 
five  hundred  thousand  tons  of  coal  to  do  this 
same  thing,  but  the  baffling  feature  of  radium 
is  that  it  gives  of¥  energy  at  a  definite  rate,  day 
in  and  day  out.  year  after  year,  without  halt  or 
interruption,  and  vet  in  doing  sc>  it  does  not 
appear  to  become  used  up.  This  is  the  phase 
of  it  that  interested  the  scientists.  Coal,  we 
know,  is  a  potential  source  of  cnrrgv,  but  in 
yielding  this  energy  it  is  consumed  in  a  short 
time,  and  then  it  is  exhausted.  But  here  was 
this  newly-found  substance,  in  utter  defiance 
of  the  pre-established  principles  of  science, 
giving  up  energy  and  continuing  to  give  it  up 
without  apparent  sign  of  exhaustion.'  It  dis- 
closed an  apparently  inexhaustible  reservoir 
of  energy  which  was  being  continuously  and 
spontaneously  emitted,  and  yet  whose  .source 
Was  f|iiite  unknown.  This  gave  rise  to  much 
speculation  and  concern  to  find  a  tenable 
theory  to  account  for  it.  and  it  is  rather 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  sfdution  of  this 
problem  was  actually  accomplished  at  lumie 
in  Canada.  The  credit  is  due  to  the  pains- 
taking experiments  ami  masterful  deduc- 
tions made  by  Sir  lirnest  Rutherford  and 
Profes.sor  Frederick  Soddy  at  the  Macdonald 
Institute  in  McOill  T'niversity.  who  gave  the 
subject  their  keen  attention  and  have  done 
so  much  to  unravel  the  mystery  that  at  first 
enshrouded  radium. 

Explain  Phenomeiion 

When  they  <Iid  actually  explain  the 
phenomena  it  threw  our  previously  enter- 
tained ideas  of  the  constitution  of  matter  and 
a  gof»d  deal  ni  chcmistrv  to  the  wind*;.  The 
<liscovery  of  the  secret  of  radium  was  so 
revolutionary  that  it  ranks  as  one  of  the  most 
fundamental  in  science  As  a  result  of  it, 
our  ideas  of  the  constitution  of  all  things 
material  have  been  entirely  changed,  and 
conse<|uentI  \  ra<lirally  new  conceptions 
gained,  it  has  meant  the  prying  away  from 
Nature  of  one  of  her  most  careuilly  guarded 
secrets,  and  in  .so  doing  has  given  us  a  new 
viewpoint  and  created  the  science  of  "Radio- 
activity," which,  although  a  comparatively 
new  branch,  has  had  a  i)henomenally  rapid 
growth,  because  it  has  commanded  the  atten- 
tion of  the  scientists  the  world  over.  Yet 
outside  of  scientific  circles  it  is  little  iinrler- 
stood,  and  as  yet  not  fully  credited  bv  the 
masses,  because  so  radical  are  its  revelations 
that  it  really  takes  time  for  them  to  he  under- 
stood, as  witliout  a  thorough  stiuh-  its  possi- 
bilities and  ramifications  are  difficult  to  be- 
lieve. In  thi4  phenomena  of  "Radioactivity," 
which  will  be  explained  later,  lies  the  solution 
oi  some  of  the  most  battling  problems  of 
centuries,  and  at  the  same  tinie  there  liea  in 
it  unfathomed  possibilities  for  the  future,  be- 
cause the  behavior  of  radium  has  revealed  to 
tis  a  source  of  energy  or  power  whkli,  as  has 
already  been  pointed  out.  is  one  and  oae-half 
milliem  times  that  of  coal. 

Ihcre  are  today  hermit  investigators 
w  orking  far  into  the  night  to  wrest  from 
Nature  tlie  secret  of  Ikmv  to  mimir  what 
radium  is  doing,  because  when  this  has  l>een 
achieved  (and  the  indicatkms  are  that  it  may 
be  done)  then  coal  and  oil  w  ill  be  of  no  more 
value  than  so  much  rock  or  water,  for  in  the 
"worlciiig"  of  nkKara  liea  the  key  to  an  abao-

that  when  man  does  acquire  the  ability  to 
transmute  the  elements,  ne  will  not  be  in  the 
1'  ncerned  with  changing  lead  into  gold 

for  tiic  sake  of  the  gold,  as  it  will  immediately 
have  lost  its  peculiar  value  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  energy  liberated  in  the  meta- 
morphosis would,  be  of  such  an  order  that  its 
value  would  far  outshadow  that  of  the  gold. 
In  fact,  if  ^old  were  obtained  we  would  most 
assuredly  reduce  it  further  into  ■some  base 
metal  because  of  the  value  of  this  released 
energy.  Gold  would  then  assume  a  new  role

Now  go  into  this  a  little  more  fully  to  !»cc 
what  the  peculiar  properties  or  features  of 
radium  really  are  and  what  it  does,  then  what 
its  solutioo  has  been,  wir  :><|uire  us  to  ^o 
back  over  aome  of  our  elementary  physics, 
but  this  we  can  do  briefly.  The  problem  of 
what  "matter"  is  is  the  question  that  now  con- 
fronts us  .Ml  these  things  that  we  appreciate 
by  our  various  senses — actually  what  aic  they 
composed  of?  This  is  by  no  means  a  new 
question,  l>nt  is  one  that  has  giNcn  man  con- 
cern lor  centuries.  JCven  as  far  back  as  the 
third  century  we  find  speculation  on  the  pirt 

of  the  Jill  i'.  p'm  r  V  ..f  f'  at  time  and  a  tlieoi  \ 
evolved  that  matte i  wa.>  made  up  ultimately 
of  myriads  of  minute  corpuscles,  and  to  these 
small  cor;  :  Vs  the  Creeks  gave  the  irimc 
"atom,"  ilic  derivation  of  whidi  is  "ind.>is- 
ible."  So.  therefore,  this  atom  would  appear 
to  be  the  fin^  constituent  particle  of  matter 

This  theory  haa  borne  the  acrutiny  of  time 
and  paased  through  seventeen  hundred  years 
with  but  little  chanj^e      \'><\i  nht  recall 

having  been  taught  in  physics  luai  all  matter 
was  made  up  of  atoms,  but  all  atoms  are  not 
alike.  In  fact,  there  is  quite  a  variety  of 
them.  For  instance,  an  atom  of  iron  is  entire- 
ly different  to  an  atom  of,  ^y,  oxygen  or  of 
hydrogen.  However,  each  Individual  atom 
possesses  all  the  properties  of  any  larger 
mass  of  one  of  these  basic  substances.  These 
diflferent  atoms  join  together  to  fonn  mole- 
cules of  many  kinds,  but  as  a  molecule  is  a 
group  of  atoms  it  can  be  broken  down  into 
atoms,  but  an  atom  is  the  final  unit  to  which 
the  chemist  claims  matter  can  be  reduced. 
Therefore  any  aubstaucc  that  can  be  reduced 
to  atoms  with  each  of  these  particles  Identical 
in  its  properties  to  the  mass,  then  that  sub- 
stance is  considered  rudimentary  or  ele- 
mentary, aa  ever  aince  ita  recognition  it  has 
been  considered  as  being  one  of  the  stable 
substances  of  Natur;,  ami  so  was  catted  an 
"element." 

Although  there  arc  ninety  tw».  of  these 
elements  now  known  to  exist,  they  eacli  have 
their  own  individual  and  characteristic  pro- 
perties, and  they  are  "elements,"  because  of 
the  fact  that,  regardless  of  what  we  do  to 
them  or  with  them,  they  still  retain  their  own 
peculiar  identities,  and  cannot  be  brought  to 
any  simpler  form  Thcv  can,  however,  and 
actually  do,  join  with  one  another  m  count- 
ies associations  to  form  the  myriad  of  com- 
pounds that  exist  today.  So  that  to  the 
chemist  the  elements  are,  as  it  were,  the 
"bricks"  from  which  is  built  all  matter.  Atoms 
of  two  or  more  elements  join  to  form  a  nude 
cule  of  a  compound,  so  that  while  we  may 
have  an  atom  of  an  element,  we  cannot  have 
an  atom  of  a  compound,  because  a  compound 
is  made  up  of  the  several  atoms  of  the  dif- 
ferent elements  entering  into  or  constituting 
that  compound.  If.  then,  an  atom  is  the 
smallest  particle  of  matter.  let  us  study  it 
more  carefully,  and  the  fust  question  that 
arises  is,"How  big  is  it?" and  here  we  find  that 
the  atom  is  actually  so  tinv  that  over  one 
hundred  milhon  could  be  lined  up  in  the 
spate  of  half  an  inch. 

Exquisitely  Minute 

It  is  obvious,  then,  that  we  are  dealing 
with  an  exquisitely  minute  particle,  and  our 
ordinary  half-inch  tape  is  hopelessly  clumsy, 
so  that  <ine  must  create  a  new  unit  for  meas- 
uring such  ultra-microscopic  things  as  atoms. 
For  that  purpose  a  new  standard  has  been 
created  wliich  is  the  ten  millionth  part  of  a 
meter,  which,  works  out  to  be  1-2S4,UUU,UU0  of 
an  inch,  and  to  one  of  these  divisions  has  been 
gi\  en  the  name  ".\ng5tr0m  I 'nit,"  and  the 
diameter  of  an  atom  is  from  one  to  four  of 
these  Angstrom  units.  (The  diameter  of  an 
ordinary  hair  is  200,000  Anji^'-troni  units.)  Is 
it  any  wonder,  then,  that  this  was  considcrctl 
the  smallest  division  of  matter?  Now,  these 
figures  are  so  far  beyon<l  our  conception  that 
they  mean  really  nothing  to  us.  Probably 
we  can  more  readily  gr^sp  the  relative  small 
ness  of  the  atom  b<  a  hypollictical  illu^tra 
tion.  Sir  (  diver  Kodge  gives  one  a  sort  f»f 
idea  of  its  volume:  "In  an  ordinary  glass  of 
water  there  are  actually  more  atoms  than 
there  are  glasses  of  water  in  the  Pacific 
Ocean.'  Think  of  it;  trying  to  bale  out  the 
Pacific  Ocean  with  an  o^inary  drinking 
glass!  (^r,  take  another  one  suggested  by 
Ur.  Irving  Langnuiir,  the  inventor  of  the 
mercury  vacuum  pump:  "If  we  were  to  take 
a  mass  of.  say.  paraffin  wax.  the  ^[/r  of  an  or 
dinary  baseball  and  magnify  it  or  enlarge  it 
to  tfie  site  of  the  earth,  then  the  relative  size 
of  the  atom  would  be  that  of  a  baseball  ' 
Theae  only  start  our  imaginations  off  toward 
a  conception  of  their  size,  yet  do  not  portray 
to  us  any  «lefinite  idea,  for  we  cannot  eom- 
ptehend  it  for  the  simple  reason  that  f^uf 
standards  are  too  gross.  . 

Theae  atoms  of  matter  may  be  in  a  rough 
manner  compared  to.  sav.  a  jar  full  of  pea« 
They  do  not  occupy  the  whole  jar  as  a  "soli.l 
mass,"  because  separating  each  pea  is  a  space 
filled  with  air.  <.o  likewise  in  the  most  "^olid" 
substance  there  are  al.so  spaces  between  the 
atom»  which  are  filled  not  with  air.  but  a  cer- 
tain something  called  ether  Now  this  ether 
pervades  everything,  everywhere  in  the  ghjbe 
aild  about  it.  in  the  sun.  the  stars  and  the 
space  beyond  and  intervening.  Its  properties 
are  peculiar  in  many  respects,  and  aa  ^et  it 
evaoea  analysis.  But  we  do  know  that  tt  has 
certain  properties,  the  only  on.  .  f  lerest  at 
the  moment  being  that  it  docs  transmit  im- 
pulses or  vibtatiofis.  or.  as  they  are  called, 
"waves"  of  diflferent  kinds,  and  these  ap 
parent''  <'   1  'lefinite  velocity,  which 

is  the  .ippa^.n.^  .-j'er.l  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty-^  thousand  miles  a  second,  and  de- 
pemling  on  the  amplitude  or  on  the  length  of 
these  ether  waves  we  rec(»gnize  them  as 
"wireless"  or  Hertxtan  waves,  heat  waves  (or 
rays),  light  ray«.  ultra  violet  ray*.  X-rav«.  or 
as  the  shortest  known  waves  which  are  those 
given  off  by  radium  and  called  gamma  rays. 
These  are  all  due  \o  <li-turbanees  of  the  ether, 
so  that  if  it  were  not  for  this  ubiquitous  ether. 
nehlMr  heat  nor  light  would  reach  nn  from 
the  Mn  and  IKc  could  nr.t  exi  t 
we  wonM  not  be  concerned  v>  nh  the  question 
of  ether  or  matter  or  anything  else,  for  we

>iow  while  the  atonic  theory  may  seem  to

that  he  ha<i  reached  the  eoU,  because,  aiuuiig 
other  things,  while  he  had  the  atom  of  the 
various  dements,  yet  there  remained  these 
many  different  kinds  of  Mf'  Tuv  of  the  various 
elements,  so  that  he  appaicntly  had  not 
reached  the  com  moo  honogeneoua  substance, 
if  such  there  was.  that  entered  into  and  con 
stituted  all  matter.  Uut  prying  into  the 
make-up  of  the  atom  was  a  field  of  research 
which  would  appear  hopelessly  imjHissibK. 
and  so  it  was  until  the  discovery  of  the  X-ray 
in  1895,  by  Roentgen.  Following  the  advent  of 
the  N  raNs  an.l  radium,  we  bad  an  "instru 
incnt '  with  which  to  search  the  interior  ot 
the  atom,  antf  as  a  result  of  a  most  fascinat- 
ing series  of  experiment^  au>;meiited  by 
other  means,  wc  have  now  learned  vastly 
more  about  the  atom  than  would  secni  pos- 
sible. Instead  of  the  atom  being  a  single 
luduogeneous  mote,  we  fiiul  it  is  no  aucli 
thing,  hut  instead  a  highly  complex  affair.  It 
ia  really  a  little  cosmos  in  itself.  It  has  a 
central  smi,  and  about  the  snn  it  has  its  little 
p^allcl^  arranged  in  geometric  symmetry  re- 
volving around  a  fixed  orbit,  obeying  as  yet 
unknown  laws,  but  behaving  with  a  matli- 
cinatical  precision  that  characteriiics  the 
workings  of  Nature. 

()ddly  enough,  in  the  ato;ii  the  sun  is 
actually  smaller  than  its  subscrMent  satel- 
lites. These  little  planetary  bodies  have  only 
1-1S40  the  mass  of  the  smallest  atom.  Ou 
final  examination  they  are  found  to  consist 
entirely  of  negative  electrical  charges,  and 
are  called  luf^.itivc  electrons.  Associated  with 
these  negative  electrona  is  an  equal  number 
of  opposite  electrical  charges,  and  theae  are 
the  positive  electr< MIS  and  api)ear  to  be  always 
grouped  in  the  centre,  and  it  is  the  positive 
electrons  that  constitute  the  "sun"  of  the 
atom.  S<}  that  every  atom  is  maile  up  of  a 
group  of  these  electrons,  the  actual  number 
varying  for  the  different  elements,  but  every 
atom  of  the  same  element  having  a  likb  num* 
ber  of  electrons. 

Electrons 

An  extremely   intereating   rev«ktk>n  haa 

been  made  with  regard  to  thesv  electrons.  The 
actual  electrons  entering  into  the  different 
atoms  are  identical,  but  the  number  and  ar- 
ranKciiunt  o(  these  electrons  determines  not 
on1\  tlu  c  liemical  and  spectroscopic  but  also 
the  physical  characteristics  of  the  atom.  So 
that  really  the  only  diflference  between  an  atom 
of.  sav,  lead,  and  an  atom  of  oxygen,  is  that 
the  lead  atom  contains  a  greater  number  of 
electrons  and  a  different  arrangement.  It 
uouh!  seem,  then,  that  at  last  we  were  down  to 
the  basic  structure  or  substance,  and  so  we 
can  compare  these  electrons  in  a  somewhat 
crude  fashion  to  the  cwdinary  bricks  of  the 
builder,  for  with  him  the  resultant  structure 
may  be  a  church,  a  house,  or  a  factory,  depend- 
ing entirely  on  the  number  of  bricks  used  and 
on  the  arrangement  I'ecause  it  is  a  church 
and  not  a  house  is  not  in  any  way  due  to  the 
compoaition  of  the  individiial  brick.  To 
reiterate,  then,  the  various  element-  that  we 
know  of  are  diilercnt  only  in  their  properties, 
and  not  in  their  ultimate  constitution,  and,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  chemist  has  been  deceived 
by  the  external  appearance,  as  it  were,  of  some 
of  these  atoms,  because  it  is  not  difficult  to 
see  that  a  simitar  arrangement  of  electrons 
(iiiilcl  result  with  really  a  slij^ditly  different 
number,  or  a  ditterent  arrangenient  with  the 
same  number.  We  have  learned  that  it  ia  the 
arran;;einent  of  tlu  el»-trons  that  determines 
the  cliemistry  and  the  spectrum  of  the  atom, 
while  it  is  the  number  of  electrons  that  de- 
termines its  physical  characteristics,  so  that 
we  can  then  have  atoms  that  are  chemically 
inseparable,  but  yet  are  entirely  <liffereiu 
atoms.  As  an  illustration  of  this,  the  "element" 

chlorine  is  tiow  kn')Wii  to  be  a  mixture  of 
two  elements,  both  identical  in  their  chemical 
properties,  but  differing  in  their  physical 
properties,  one  having  an  atomic  weight  of 
•VS  anci  the  other  .^7.  l-*or  this  group  of  chemic- 
ally identical  atoms  .Sodcly  has  coined  the 
name  "Isotopes."

Iraaedx.  that  the  wouml  wan  to  be 
healed.  It  wan  idle,  he  thought,  to 
aay  that  any  atatetimun.  L,loyd  Qeorge 
or  another,  could  heal  that  wound, 
"fltataafien  are  not  called  suddenly 
ta  a  pure  and  holy  life."  But  the 
need  of  peace  waa  In  the  heart  of  the 
Irlnb,  It  w  i\H  m  the  heart  of  the  Kng- 
liah;  and  peace  would  coiiie.

Again  he  evinced  a  courage  rare 
In  any  publiclnt,  very  rare  In  a.ny  at;^c- 
cessful  journalist.  He  was  not  afraid 
to  let  the  light  of  common  aense  In 
upon  a  ncene  all  murky  and  dark 
with  the  paanionn  nnd  hatredn  of  the 
\ears  of  war  Me  raised  noiiie  at 
leant  of  the  curtains  which  the  thou- 
sand propagandlata  of  a  thounand 
causes  have  lowered  upon  that  un- 
happy eonntry.'  Ha  oould  tell  us,  for 
Instance,  that  tha  cMaf  eauae  of  the 
famine'  was  not  communism*  but 
drought.  And  when  he  came  to  npeak 
of  communlnm  Itnelf,  he  whs  effective 
because  if  is  outside  bin  habit  of 
thought  to  see  red  on  either  end  of 
bin  horlson. 

Thara  was  the  drought,  h«  said: 
and  there 'waa  tha  fact  that  tha  eoo- 
nomln  life  of  RtMila— tha  heritage  of 
the  old  regime — ^broke  beneath  the 
straiti  of  war:  and  tlien  there  wan 
communism,  which  had  increased  tho 
agony  of  the  people,  when  the  pean- 
anta  had  restated  the  soviet  requisi- 
tion of  their  grain,  had  underaowed 

ihetr  fields,  and  had  finally  used  the 
bed  grain  for  food.  And  the  famine 
hod  come  an  the  Inevitable  result  of 
theae;  and  what  the  famine  wan  ho 
munt  tell  ii*.  even  if.  with  ail  his  fine 
restraint,  the  recital  should  seem  aa  a 
deeper  circle  of  an  Infarno  more 
damned  than  Danio  eould  draam.
